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BEACH SURVEY DIDN'T 
INCLUDE 


Cr. H. Weaver told Altona Councll 
Tuesday that he was shocked to find tha 
Altona Beach was ‘not included in a 
usage survey conducted by the Port P 


Authority fast January 


“It's a pity that Altona, 
being the larger of the two 
Western Suburbs beaches, was 
not reported on,”’ Cr. Weaver 
said. 

The Port Phillip Authority 
conducted the survey to find 
what factors influenced a 
cross-section of the public to 
partonise beaches surveyed, 
and to find what improve- 
ments those interviewed 
would most like to see im- 
plemented on the beaches. 


“Only 30 beaches were in- 
cluded in the survey.’ the 
Authority reported to Altona 
Council. “This number being 
considered adequate for a 
reasonable and practical 
sampling to achieve the aim, 
which was directed at obtain- 
ing the responses and views 
of some 15,000 members of 
the beach-going public. 

“The actual beaches cover- 
ed by the survey were deter- 
mined on the basis of a ballot 
in order to meet the essential 
criteria of avoiding the pos- 
sible impact of any pre-con- 
ceived ideas or bias in the 
selection of the beaches.” 

The Authority said the sur- 
vey findings had now heen 


collated. analysed on a geo- 
graphical basis, and pub- 
lished. 


“A copy of these results is 
being made available to all 
committees of management, 
including those responsible for 
beaches not covered by the 
survey, primarily for informa- 
tion as to what constitutes 
the public requirement where 
beach recreation is concern- 
ed, and also, in the belief 
that the results should pro- 
vide a useful guide to all 
committees in planning and 
carrying out future improve- 
ments and developments. 

“It is desired to emphasise 
that the published document 
is not a report,’ the Authority 
continued. “Jt is the collation 
of the views of a significantly 
wide segment of the public, 
and, with this qualification, is 
factual.” 

The Authority said it would 
welcome the council's reac- 
tions to the survey and would 
be happy to discuss any as- 
pects of it with council repre- 
sentatives. 

It added that it proposed 
to analyse the results in 
greater depth with the object 
of incorporating its views in 
an overall recommendation 
for improvement and develop- 
ment of the Port Phillip area. 

“IT am sorry that Altona 
was ballotted out,” Cr. Weav- 
er said. “I was waiting on 
the report with the intention 
of using it as a basis of de- 
sign for future discussions on 
the foreshore.” .

“There is little doubt 
that if traffic is permitted in 
one direction only in any 
particular street, the tikeli- 
hood of an accident is re- 
duced,” the City Engineer, 
Mr, R. Simmons, teld coun- 
cil, 


“However, it is possible 
that the likelihood of an 





accident in another street in 
the vicinity would be in- 
creased.

example, assume 
in Railway Street 
North were restricted to 
travelling in an easterly 
direction only. Any resident 


jin Railway Street North, or 


any resident in the streets 
Jeading therefrom, between 
Millers Road and Pier Street 
who wished to drive to Pier 
Street shopping centre would 
either have to travel to Mil- 
lers Road, turn right into 
Millers Road, cross the rail- 
way crossing and then turn 
into Railway Street South, 
Blyth Street or Queen Street 
or travel to Civic Parade, 
turn left into Civic Parade 
and thence into Pier Street. 


“As the volume of the 
traffic in both Millers Road 
and in Civic Parade is much 
greater than that in’ Rail- 
way Street North, the likeli- 
hood of an accident could 
be expected to be increased.

Groups like Billy Thorpe 
and the Aztecs are appear- 
ing at dances for really low 


prices. And not so long ago! 


the members of Turnstile 
earnt less than a dollar each 
when they played at Sebas- 
tians. 

Whose fault is it? 

I am going to stick my 
neck out (as usual) and say 
that the groups themselves 
are to blame for the decline 
of the Melbourne pop scene. 

Fair enough, the, crowd 
had to get sick of going 
to discotheques sooner or 
later. 

The novelty just had to 
wear out. 

But there are still plenty 
of big dances around town 
and hotel circuits are becom- 
ing very popular. 

The big problem is that 
groups have decided to play 
on their reputation and 
attempt to bluff their audi- 
ences with a heavy noise 
that they call Blues. 

Sorry felows, but it does 
not work any more. Just 
because your name happens 
to be Max Merritt or Billy 
Thorpe this does not mean 
that you can slacken off and 
play those same dreary old 
numbers everywhere you go. 

Because young people get 
around much more these 
gays and they will not be 
‘willing to listen to the same 
numbers in Brisbane that 
they heard you play in Mel- 
bourne a month before. 

And I think many people 
are sick of -paying money 
to see a4 group tthat comes 
on stage looking like its just 
crawled out of bed. 

Few. groups in Melbourne 
care about stage presenta- 
tion at all these days. 

Those that do have good 
managers will survive be- 
cause their bookings will not 
be restricted. 

Seeing Billy Thorpe at 
Cucumber Castle recently 
convinced me that groups 
are not doing anything to 
save themselves from sudden 
death. 

Billy's group is just an- 
other group, except that it 
plays louder than any other 
group on the scene. 

And the Aztecs would be 
the only group that has 
played ‘Rock Me Baby” at 
every dance for the last six 
months. 

I still have a great deal 
of respect for Max Merritt 
and the Meteors but after 
seeing. their dress on stage 
for the Pop Poll Awards I 
do not hold much for their 
hopes of getting anywhere in 
America.
